Gambling  Is  Wrong 
In  Church  or  Saloon 

It  should  not  require  a  court 
order  to  prevent  gambling  in 
churches.  However,  a  recent  news 
item  from  Religious  News  Service 
indicates  that  such  was  necessary 
in  New  Jersey.  The  news  item 
follows: 

“Trenton,  N.  J.— The  appellate 
division  of  the  New  Jersey  Su¬ 
perior  Court  has  directed  the  St. 
Francis  Xavier  Roman  Oatliolic 
Church,  of  Newark,  to  close  down 
its  operation  of  a  weekly  Skilo 
game  that  nets  the  church  $1,000 
a  week.” 

Churches  must  be  hard  up  for 
money  if  they  must  resort  to  gam¬ 
bling  games  for  a  part  of  tl»eir 
sup|>ort.  Members  of  such  churches 
certainly  arc  not  following  Cod  s 
plan  of  financial  support  if  they 
promote  gambling  games. 

We  do  not  claim  perfection  for 
Baptist  churches,  hut  so  far  as 
we  know,  there  are  no  Baptist 
churches  that  promote  any  form 
of  gambling.  In  fact,  oyster  sup¬ 
pers  and  ice-cream  suppers  have 
almost  gone  out  of  style  among 
Baptists.  More  and  more.  Baptist 
churches  are  depending  upon  tithes 
and  offerings,  which  is  the  Scrip¬ 
tural  plan. 

A  wrong,  even  though  permitted 
in  the  name  of  the  church,  is 
never  right. 

While  on  the  subject  of  church 
gambling,  we  also  call  attention 
to  a  news  item  in  which  it  is 
stated  that  the  Indiana  Supreme 
Court  in  a  unanimous  decision 
ruled  that  the  Hasbrook  Anti- 
(iamhling  Law  is  unconstitutional 
because  it  exempts  churches  and 
lodges  from  its  provisions. 

“It  is  class  legislation  in  the 
highest  degree,”  the  court  said. 
The  justices  said  they  could  see  no 
reasonable  or  legal  distinction  be¬ 
tween  gambling  in  a  fraternal  or 
religious  group  and  any  other  kind 
of  gambling. 

The  court  asked  and  answered 
two  questions: 

“1.  Is  there  any  substantial  dis¬ 
tinction  between  a  bona-fide  relig¬ 
ious,  |iatriotic,  charitable  or  frater¬ 
nal  club  seeking  and  receiving 
profit  from  the  conduct  of  a  lot¬ 
tery,  the  o|>eration  of  a  slot  ma¬ 
chine,  or  any  other  gambling 
device,  and  an  individual,  a  social 
club,  or  professional  gamblers  who 
operate  a  similar  lottery  enter¬ 
prise,  slot  machine,  or  other 
gambling  device?

Our  readers 
want  to  know  what  the  churches 
and  pastors  are  doing,  what  the 
missionaries  are  accomplishing 
what  our  agencies  and  Institutions 
are  projecting  and  achieving.  Such 
news  is  encouraging  and  challeng¬ 
ing.  The  comments  which  come  to 
us  indicate  that  the  pages  car¬ 
rying  such  news  in  the  Record  are 
perhaps  our  Inost  widely  read 
pages. 

That  we  may'  Improve  both  the 
quality  and  the  coverage  of  the 
news,  and  save  time  for  both  you 
and  our  staff,  is  our  purpose  in 
making  these  observations  and  sug¬ 
gestions.

Such 
news  is  valuable  to  your  local 
dally  or  weekly  county  newspaper, 
bu*  since  it  has  no  statewide  in 
trrest  should  not  be  sent  to  the 
Record.  Every  church  has  its 
regular  schedule  of  services  and 
meetings,  as  does  every  organiza 
tion  within  the  church  and  as¬ 
sociation.  These  meetings  are  of 
local  interest. 

Even  annual  events  which  are 
observed  in  practically  all  the 
churches,  such  as  Bible  Study 
Week  in  January,  Week  of  Prayer 
for  foreign  missions,  Christian 
Home  Week,  Sunday  School  and 
Training  Union  stud?  courses, 
Youth  Week,  etc.,  are  of  only  local 
interest  unless  something  very  un¬ 
usual  occurred  in  the  planning  or 
as  a  result.  You  can  readily  realise 
that  If  news  reports  of  such  regu¬ 
lar  events  were  carried  in  the  Rec¬ 
ord  other  churches  would  say, 
“We  observed  those  programs,  too 
What  is  news  about  that??”

THE  CHRISTIAN  PRAYER  LIFE, 
OR  A  LESSON  ON  PRAYER 

Bible  Text:  I  Tim.  2:1-S;  Rom. 
S:  26-28. 

I.  WHAT  PRAYER  IS 

For  a  number  of  years  in  New 
Orleans  it  was  my  good  fortune 
to  lead  each  year  a  class  in  the 
study  of  prayer,  and  in  that  class 
I  learned  from  experience  how  ut¬ 
terly  stale,  flat,  and  unprofitable 
are  merely  formal  treatises  on 
prayer.  On  the  other  hand,  bow 
rich  might  become  the  experience 
of  one  who,  following  the  teachings 
of  the  Bible  under  the  direction 
of  His  Spirit,  really  practiced  the 
art  of  prayer.  There  are  a  few 
greM  principles  which  people  who 
wish  to  learn  how  to  find  the 
throne  room  of  the  Father  will  do 
well  to  learn  and  practice. 

1.  Prayer  originates  in  a  desire 
for  fellowship  with  God.  Elizabeth 
Barrett  Browning  has  been  quoted 
at  having  said  that  the  highest 
form  of  prayer  is  found  in  the 
irrepressible  exclamation, 
“0  God'”,  and,  with  this  opinion, 
I  agree.  It  is  not  primarily  what 
God  baa  that  the  really  prayerful 
heart  desires,  but  God  Himself.

"The  people  of  the  world  no 
longer  view  us  only  through  the 
crystal-clear  Uvea  of  our  devoted 
and  consecrated  missionaries,"  he 
said.  "The  eyes  of  a  curious  and 
critical  world  are  upon  every  one 
!  of  us.  What  they  see  hat  its  effect 
upon  tha  missionary  enterprise 
throughout  the  world.” 

Thao  the  mission*  professor  hat¬ 
ed  six  "windows"  through  which 
the  people  of  the  world  are  looking 
}  into  the  American  way  of  life: 
(1)  tha  worldwide  press,  radio  and 
television,  (2)  the  Hollywood  mo¬ 
vie,  (S)  American  servicemen,  (4) 
American  businessmen,  (J)  Amer¬ 
ican  tourists,  and  (•)  the  foreign 
students  now  studying  in  the 
schools  of  America. 

"What  happens  in  Birmingham 
today  will  make  headlines  in  Bom¬ 
bay  tomorrow,"  he  said.  "And  the 
Journalist  there  may  not  have  the 
same  idea  abont  what  makes  news 
as  our  American  reporters  have. 
IJttie 'items  on  the  inside  of  our 
papers  may  be  splashed  upon  the 
front  pages  in  foreign  lands. 

"The  standard  of  morals  accept¬ 
ed  in  Hollywood  ta  not  the  stand¬ 
ard  at  our  American  homes;  yet, 
pictures  rejected  in  our  own  coun¬ 
try  are  dumped  upon  the  markets 
of  the  world  and  shown  ta  the 
movie  houses  of  the  world.  The 
people  of  the  world  have  coma  to

Dr.  Goerner  said  that  tha  thou¬ 
sands  of  foreign  students  ta  this 
country  are  the  cream  of  the  youth 
of  the  nations  and  that  when  they 
return  to  theta  countries  they  will 
outnumber  the  missionaries  in  any 
land. 

“Their  words  will  be  more  read¬ 
ily  accepted  than  the  words  of  the 
Americas  missionary;  and,  unless 
we  see  their  possibilities  and  help 
them  ta  see  the  better  side  of 
American  Christianity,  their  testi¬ 
mony  may  drown  out  that  of  the 
missionary,"  he  declared. 

“American  Christianity  ta  fast 
coming  to  a  crossroads  in  Ms  mis¬ 
sionary  program,”  ha  concluded. 
"We  can’t  go  further  until  we  go 
deeper  and  put  into  effect  the 
principles  of  Christianity  In  our 
own  homeland.  These  principles 
moat  be  put  ta  work  ta  three 
areas;  race  relations,  economic 
Justice,  and  religious  sincerity."
